Meeting  of  the  Township  Commit¬ 
tee. 

An  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Township 
Committee  was  held  on  Wednesday  even¬ 
ing  to  complete  the  organization  of  the 
Fire  Department. 

All  the  members  were  present  except 
Mr.  Oakes.  A  series  of  rules  ami  regu¬ 
lations  for  the  government  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  were  presented  and  adopted.  Un¬ 
der  these  rules  tlie  Committee  a  points 
the  Chief- Engineer,  who  selects  two  As¬ 
sistant  Engineers,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Committee.  These  officers  hold 
their  jx)sition  during  the  pleasure  of  the 
Committee.  i 

The  Committee  takes  general  control 
over  the  membership  of  the  department 
and  all  matters  of  discipline.  The  Hose 
Companies  are  allowed  to  elect  their  own 
officers  and  make  their  own  byJaws. 

The  membership  of  Hose  Companies  is 
limited  to  thirty,  and  of  the  truck  com¬ 
pany  to  fifty  active  members. 

All  apparatus  belonging  to  the  com¬ 
panies  is  to  be  placed  under  the  control 
of  the  committee  so  long  as  the  company 
remains  a  part  of  the  department. 

Upon  the  adoption  of  these  rules  the 
members  of  Phoenix  Hose  Company  ten¬ 
dered  their  services  to  the  town,  and  a 
list  of  their  members  was  presented,  and 
they  were  each  apjHjinted  as  firemen. 
Active  Hose  Co.  of  Watsessing,  also  pre¬ 
sented  a  list  of  members,  who  were  also 
appointed  as  firemen. 

Foreman  Tower,  of  tlie  Truck  Com¬ 
pany,  stated  that  he  had  been  author¬ 
ized  to  ofl’er  the  services  of  the  Truck 
Company  as  members  of  the  department, 
but  as  some  of  the  rules  adopted  might 
not  lx?  satisfactory  to  the  Truck  Com¬ 
pany  he  preferred  to  wait  for  further 
instructions. 

He  requested  a  copy  of  the  rules,  and 
the  clerk  was  directed  to  ffirnish  same 
to  him.  Mr.  Andrew  J.  Marsh  was 
then  appointed  Chief-Engineer. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Dailey,  the  committee 
passed  resolutions  expressing  the  thanks 
of  the  committee  to  the  Fire  Association 
for  its  services  to  the  town  and  people 
in  procuring  means  for  the  extinguish, 
ment  of  fires,  and  lor  the  ability  which 
they  had  shown  in  suppressing  such  fires 
have  occurred  since  their  organL 
zation. 

The  counsel  recited  that  the  Supreme 
Court  had  decided  the  suit  of  the  tow  n¬ 
ship  against  the  County  of  Essex,  in  the 
matter  of  the  increase  of  the  county  tax, 
in  favor  of  the  county;  and  on  motion  lie 
was  instructed  to  take  a  writ  of  error  to 
the  Court  of  Errors  and  Appeals. 

After  some  formal  business  the  Com¬ 
mittee  adjourned  until  Wednesday,  July 
1st.

Kennedy's  cellar.  Nothing  els£  was  di; 
turlxxl  at  Dr.  Kennedy's,  and  at  Mr. 
Newton's  nothing  was  taken  except  about 
$12.00  in  money. 

At  Mrs. Fa rra nd\s  the  burglar  was  seen 
at  the  window  by  Mr.  Skinner,  and 
was  frightcucd  away.
